Aphasia. 

One of the most curious and baiHing 
of nervous diseases is aphasia, which 
consists in the loss of power in the 
subject of it to recall certain words 
and which in serious cases destroys 
all power of e.x'jiression. 

An eminent French judge who suf- 
fered from it would say to his wife: 
"Give? ine my — dear rae! my — you 
know, " and he would point to his 
head. 

" Your hat?" 
"O, yes, my hat. ' 

SoQietiines, again, he would ring the 
bell before going out, and .say to his 
servant, " (.jive me my um — uin — uui- 
brel." 

" Your umbrella?" 
" Yes, my uiiibreUa." 

At this liiiie he e.xhiliited no other 
ayaiptom of diminished intelligence, 
but was in the liabit of discussing the 
inqst intricate point of law. .\notl)f>r 
"invalid would substitute the word he 
iler.ired to use with a paraphrase, as for 
instance, when he wanted to mention 
his "aunt" he would say "the nearest 
relative by the mother's side." 

While in the simpler forms of dis- 
ease only a few words are lost by tho 
sufferer, in more complicated cases his 
vocabulary is limited to perhaps not 
more than half a dozen words. In one 
instance the total vocabulary of an 
aphasia patient consisteil of five words,

• ate numlier by exhibiting his fingers. 
The greatest sufVerers are unable to ex- 
jness" themselves Ijy v/riting as liy 
speech. Thty lake up the )ieti eagerly 
in tlntir hands and either scrawl a 'few 
^ . unintelligible hieroglyphics or write 
• ' t sotuo word wholly diflerent from the 
one they intend. 

No positive cure for this strange aber- 
ration is known, tliouL;h the patients 
soiiietinies recover, and the most curious 
feature of it is, no general woakne.ss of 
the intellect accompanies it.

The new two-story brick warehouse 

erected on Y.ites street by Mr. S. J. Pitts 
is now about cmpletcd and is one of the 
most substantial buildings in tuwn. It 
has a frontage on Yates street of 32 feet, 
with a depth of ,SU feet. In tho rear the 
building extends to Waddiiigton alley by 
an ell 20 feet h iig by 22 feet wide, mak- 
ing its width at this portion .">2 feet. Tho 
height of the warehouse is feet, and 
the front is of neat design. On the 
ground floor are four arched doorsvaya 
fitted with gl;'.:3s entrance doors, and tho 
second story has four circular headed 
windows witii circular brick mouldings 
above theiu, the whole being surmonntod 
by a bold cornice of plain but neat de- 
bign, while a lofty verandah extends over 
tho sidewalk. 'I'ho front is painted a 
liglil oidor. On Waddiiigton alley the ell 
has double glass entrance duors with cir- 
cular headeil windows on oil her side. The 
building IS erected on a stone foundation 
with granite sills to the doorways, which 
have also granite plinths rising 'J feet t> 
inches above the sills. The tirst story is 
l(j feet and the second 15 feet high, clear 
of the joists, and both present the siune 
1 handsome area of Ihu.riny, [)roliably not 
exceeded by that of any single warohoiiao 
in tho city. Tho floors aro, of course, 
double, the under one being laid diagon- 
ally, and in the walla down eitlier side 
tho building are 18 tinea running from 
the foundation to the rnnf fur the purpose 
of ventilating the jidats of tho grouiul 
(lour and preventing decay. t)n the 
ground tliior, on the north side of the 
building, a aiiace .S feet wide running 
'jack 30 feet from the front is separated 
from the warelmuso by a glass paitition 
rising to the ceiling, as a couiitiug rijom, 
and behinci this is a substantial tliiiht 
of stairs le.uling to tho seeun<i si(U-y. Tlii! 
buiUliiig has a melal ruuf. Tho inteiior 
will be [irovideil with an elevator, and as 
s.'un as Ihe oflice is com[)!eted, Mr. I'itta 
will uuive into his new <iuartora, and it ia 
to lie hoped that his enterprise will aomi 
be folluwud by other proprieturs 'Oi this 
street.

FIREMAN

last wrote you, luu been paBsing through 
{ a startling experience. Long before the 

j asliea of the Alhambra theatre grew cold, 
I the most terrible tiro of tho present gen- 
eration blazed up in a fiory pillar from 
the ciiy, destroying, ;is you will already 
know by tclegrapli, property estimated at 
from une tu three million pounds .ster- 
ling. 1 watched the llamea from a dis- 
tance of nearly oight miles, and they 
surged and billowed up to Hie sky with 
torritlc violence, plainly showing by thoir 
intoiisity the destruction which was being 
wrought. Moantiiue, in the north and 
east of the realm the land lies deeply hid- 
den in the snow. 

FLOCKS OF aiiKEr 
By the hundreds all across tho grcatblcak 
Yorkshire moora Iiavo disappeared, liousos 
lie hidden out of sight, and tho provision 
wagons for whole districts aro siiuwed U[) 
at lonely roadside inns. In Wales many 
trains h ive run into cuttings deeii tilled 
with snow drifts, and are being diligently 
sought for; and every meana taken to dig 
out the unfortunate traroHera who are 
imprisnnod in them. Add to this catal- 
ogue of horrcu's severe stoniia which havo 
here and there atrowii our coasts with 
wrecks, soricuia and doHtriictive liros at 
several of our most hiatoriual country 
seats, and it will be seen at a glance 
through what a period uf excitement we 
arc passing. It is long since we entered 
a time of such dolorous incident. Even 
death seems i>heiiciiioiially bii.sy.

He viititcd the 
ruins of the city firo in Wood street, then 
drove to have a glance at what used to bo 
tho Alhambra theatre, and afterwards 
paid a visit both to the wounded fireman 
at Charing Cross hospital, and tho mortu- 
ary whero the body of tho other Grouian, 
killed during the course of tho Alhiimbra 
fire, was lying. If there be any possible 
chance of doing the right thing at an un- 
usually appropriate time, tho hoir-appar- 
ent is sure to seize tho occasion. To- 
night I regret to say that there aooms to 
be very little chance of the wounded fire- 
man, who was viaited by tlie prince, ever 
recovering.
